BILLY MITCHELL 
MEDAL TO SISTER 


Posthumous Award for ‘Fore- 
sight in Field of Military 
Aviation.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Congress paid belated tribute to- 
day to the late Brig. Gen. William 
(Billy) Mitchell, prophet of air- 
power who was court-martialed 
for his outspoken views. 

The House passed and sent to 
President Truman a Senate-ap- 
proved bill authorizing posthum- 
ous award of a special medal to 
the flyer’s sister, Mrs. Martin 
Fladoes of Milwaukee, Wis. 

The measure says the medal 
shall be presented to Mrs. Fladoes 
“in the name of the people of the 
United States. . . in recognition 
of his (Mitchell's) outstanding 
pioneer service and foresight in 
the field of American military 
aviation.” 

Mitchell was a controversial fig- 
ure in the early twenties, because 
of his advocacy of a separate air 
force. 

In 1925 he was court-martialed 
and convicted of violating the 
ninety-sixth Article of War, which 
deals with insubordination, be- 
cause he said publicly that the 
Army and Navy high command 
had failed to recognize the effec-

Committee Abruptly 
Calls Maj. Gen. Waitt 
When It Hears That He 
Acted as Courier for 
Representative. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen, Alden H. Waitt was 
abruptly summoned for secret 
questioning today by the Senate 
War Investigating Committee. He 
was called after the investigators 
heard that he acted as a courier 
for Representative Andrew J. May 
(Dem.), Kentucky, in carrying to 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower a 
clemency plea for a munitions 
maker’s son. 

The son, Capt. Joseph Garsson, 
was facing court-martial at the 
time, on charges of ne or- 
ders, His father is Murray Gars- 
son of the midwest munitions 
combine now being studied by the 
investigating committee. 

New Developments. 

The summons for Gen. Waitt, 
chief of chemical warfare, came 
amid these fast-breaking develop- 
ments: 

1, The committee released two 
letters from May to Eisenhower, 
along with an acknowledging 
note in teply, in which May, 
chairman of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, personally 
intervened for Capt. Garsson. 

2. The committee likewise 
summoned Maj. Gen. William 
N. Porter, retired, who Senator 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, as- 
serted was instrumental in plac- 
ing Capt. Garsson in chemical 
warfare, 

3. Gen. Eisenhower told re-

He was asked whether there is 
any disciplinary. action contem- 
plated by the War Department 
against Army officers drawn into 
the Senate inquiry.

House-Senate Committee 
Provides That Director 
of Military Application 
Be a Member of Armed 
Forces. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (Ap y- 


Senate and House conferees 
agreed today that the proposed 
atomic energy control commission 
should be composed exclusively of 
civilians, They agreed also that 
the director of the division of 
military application should be «a 
member of the armed forces. 
The agreements, announced by 
Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, head of the Senate con- 
ferees working with a House 
group to adjust differences over 
atomic energy legislation, repre- 
sented a compromise. 

The House had insisted that at 
least one, and not more than two, 
members of the commission 
should be members of the armed 
forces. The Senate had insisted 
that all be civilians. 

House Wins on Other Issue. 

However, the House won its 
argument that the director of mili- 
tary application should be a mili- 
tary man instead of a civilian as 
recommended by the Senate. 

The decisions of the conferees 
must be approved by both houses 
before becoming effective. 

No aggeement was reached over 
the controversial patent section 
and a provision in the House bill 
authorizing the President to direct 
the atomic energy commission to 
permit the Armed Forces to pro- 
duce atomic weapons, 

McMahon told reporters the con- 
ferees would meet again in an at- 
tempt to reach final agreement. 

Death Penalty Agreement. 

The conferees agreed yesterday 
on a death penalty for atomic 
energy workers who reveal secrets 
purposely to damage the nation. 
They agreed to modify a House 
provision which would require the 


Federal Bureau of Investigation 


to check on the workers’ loyalty. 

The agreement on the death 
penalty was a victory for the 
House conferees. The Senate had 
set the maximum penalty for in- 
tentional secrecy violations at 20 
years’ imprisonment and $20,000 
fine. The death penalty which 
the House approved would be op- 
tional with juries, however, and 
would apply only where there was 
a clear intention to injure the 
United States, 

Loyalty Check Compromise. 

The conferees agreed to new 
language for the House-proposed 
FBI loyalty check. The House 
had approved a requirement that 
the FBI make an affirmative 
finding of good character before 
an applicant for employment by 
the commission could be put to 
work, Under the compromise, the 
provision would require the FBI 
to make loyalty tests of all ap- 
plicants but would leave the de- 
cision as to employment in the 
hands of the commission.

TRUMAN TRIES 
TO REVIVE HOMES 
BILL IN HOUSE 


Calls on Party Leaders to 
Get Legislation Out of 
Banking Committee to

WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
President Truman today called on 
Democratic House leaders to spur 
action On the Wagner-Ellender- 
Taft bill providing for a long- 
range housing program, 

The appeal was made in separ- 
ate letters to Speaker Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, House Majority 
Leader McCormack (Dem.), Mas- 
sachusetts and Chairman Spence 
(Dem.), Kentucky, of the House 
banking committee. 

Time is truly of the essence,” he 
said, urging action to get the 
Senate-approved legislation out of 
the banking committee and onto 
the floor of the House, 

“IT urge upon you and your com- 
mittee the earliest practicable ac- 
tion on S. 1592, the General Hous- 
ing Act of 1946, which is essential 
to the over-all housing program 
and particularly necessary at this 
time to make effective the veter- 
ans’ emergency housing program,” 
Truman wrote Spence. 

The Senate passed the legisla- 
tion several weeks ago. Housing 
Administrator Wilson W. Wyatt 
told reporters this week that 
“lobbying” has been effective in 
keeping the bill in the House 
committee, 

Truman added in the letter to 
Spence he is confident that if the 
bill reaches the floor that “the 
Congress, recognizing the need 
and the equity of adequate hous- 
ing for the veteran,” will pass it. 


CHANGE IN WEATHER 
AND WEATHERMEN; 
BOTH TEMPORARY 


St. Louis observed a change in 
its weathermen with a change in 
its weather today, but both 
changes are only temporary. As- 
sistant Meteorologist A. A. Rausch, 
who is in charge of the local 
Weather Bureau while Head 
Weatherman Harry F. Wahlgren 
is on vacation, said the thermom- 
eter would climb back into the 
90s tomorrow. 

Lowest temperature recorded 
here this morning was a cool 69 
at 8 o’clock, and Rausch expects 
the highest temperature today to 
be in the low 80s. As Wahlgren 
left for a 10-day trip to Oklahoma 
City yesterday, the lowest temper- 
ature was 79.7, the highest mini- 
mum recorded here all summer. 

Wahlgren, who was forced to 
travel at 35 miles an hour, break- 
ing in a new automobile, drove all 
the way under a scorching sun. 
It was 95 here at 3 o’clock yester- 
day, but it was 104 at both 
Springfield and Joplin, on the way 
to Oklahoma City. Warsaw, Mo., 
was the hottest place in the coun- 
try, with the thermometer regis- 
tering 107. The maximum at Sioux 
City, Ia., was a brisk 65, 

Rausch, like Wahlgren, keeps a 
hot eye on the records. With July 
boiling along into August, St. 
Louis already has had 28 days this 
year in which the thermometer 
has reached 90. Normal for a 
summer here is 35 days, and St. 
Louisans can expect 90-degree 
weather on at least 10 days in 


August and four in September,

Column of Water Shot 
Into Sky — Men on 

Plane Cheered as They 
Saw Vessels Afloat.

KWAJALEIN, July 25 .(AP)— 
Those who watched today’s explo- 
sion of the atomic bomb from 
close range were impressed tre- 


mendously by its power. 

“Frankly,” a high ranking naval 
officer said, “if there had been 
men on the ships and they had 
seen tons of water hurled from 
the lagoon to pour down on the 
ships and then seen mists and 
steam and water rushing toward 
them, I don’t believe they would 
have been fit for further battle.” 

For about 30 minutes, Bikini’s 
lagoon waters seethed and boiled, 
and deadly vapors and steam 
curled around ships to hide them 
from view as though to claim 
them as victims. 

I was in a B-29 press ship. 
Looking out of the top turret with 
other observers before the blast, 
I saw the lagoon placid and de- 
serted except for the ghost fleet. 

“Fifteen seconds until H-hour,” 
a voice said over the intercom- 
munications system. We waited 
for the seconds to tick away. 

Water Churns Upward. 

Suddenly water in the center of 
the fleet erupted in a column a 
half mile in diameter, It shot 
toward the heavens to a height 
of several thousand feet. Then, as 
thousands of tons of water fell 
back toward the lagoon, there was 
another burst at the bottom of 
the dirty brown column, 

This second burst mushroomed 
into a great dome-shaped cloud 
of water and steam and vapor. 
The top of this dome was white 
but the bottom was dirty brown, 
similar to the water column. A 
shock wave, hurtling out in a 
giant civcle, was plainly visible.

Awesome Roar Is Radio’s Report 


Of Blast; 10 Seconds of Sound 


An awesome roar thundering 
from radio loudspeakers gave St. 
Louis listeners a vivid impression 
of yesterday’s atomic bomb ex- 
plosion under the surface of Bikini 
lagoon. 

The blast, which was touched 
off at 4:35 p.m. (St. Louis time), 
produced almost 10 seconds of 
continuous sound. There were 
strong, hissing overtones, as of 
tons of boiling water churning up 
out of the sea, although this could 
have been radio interference en- 
gendered by the explosion. 

In contrast to the broadcast of 
the first atomic bomb test at 
Bikini on June 30, when reception 
was marred by static, the broad- 
cast of the second experiment 
seemed quite clear, and there 
were no forced interruptions.

Dr. Joseph Kennedy, Washing- 
ton University physicist who 
helped develop the atomic bomb, 
emphasized the clarity of radio 
reception this time in contrast to 
stati. disturbance on the first 
broadcast. 

“This would indicate explosion 
of an atomic bomb does not nec- 
essarily mean heightened static,” 
he said, “I rather think there just 
happened to be a lot of static last 
time, and little or none this time.”

Either vaporized or blasted to 
bits were the concrete oil barge, 
the LST and the LSM 60 from 
which the lethal weapon was sus- 
pended about 25 feet below the 
surface of the lagoon. 

Great Geyser of Water. 


Precisely at the predetermined 
moment the bomb, nicknamed 
„Helen of Bikini“ by a sailor, was 
detonated by radio impulse from 
the scientific ship U.S. S. Cumber- 
land Sound. 


A peach colored geyser of 
water and white steam erupted 
from the center of the lagoon, 
roaring 9000 feet into the cloud- 

pecked sky in a few minutes, 
It hung there almost motion- 
less for some 20 seconds. Then, 
like a thousand cloudbursts 
rolled into one, it plunged down- 
ward, dropping perhaps 1,000, 
000 tons of gray-green water and 
bits of the wreckage of the 
LSM 60 on the anchored target 
lest with terrific impact. 

A giant cloud of radioactive 
spray, fog and spume spread 
slowly over the lagoon. The 
cloud was still visible at sun- 
set, drifting slowly to the north, 
Yellow drone patrol boats, con- 

trolled by radio from ships and 
planes, were sent unmanned into 
the lagoon three hours after the 

_ blast to pick up samples of radio- 
active water and air. 

An unidentified destroyer ven- 
tured to within half a mile of the 
target center several hours after 
the explosion, but was seen to 
suddenly reverse its course and 
speed out to sea again. Its 
Geiger counters apparently had in- 
dicated the radio-activity was still 
too deadly.

Adm. Blandy's First Report 
On Results of Atom Blast 


atomic bomb results today: 


I am speaking to you from the 
bridge of my flagship, the Mt. Mc- 
Kinley, that lies just off the east- 
ern reef of the Bikini lagoon only 
a few miles from the center of the 
target area, 

We can now see more clearly 
some of the results of the world’s 
first underwater atomic explosion, 
which took place this morning at 
8:35 a.m, locaf time. a 

The battleship Arkansas, a con- 
crete oil barge and a tank landing 
craft are the only ships known to 
be sunk. 

But of six of the eight subma- 
rines that were submerged for the 
test we don’t yet know whether 
any of them were sunk or not. 
None came to the surface, and 
two have been sighted from the 
air in their proper submerged po- 


sitions. 
Saratoga Listing. 

The Saratoga is listing to star- 
board and is down by the stern. 
Half of her smokestack is on the 
flight deck and her after elevator 
has dipped on one side below the 
level of the flight deck. 

The ex-Japanese battleship Na- 
gato also has a very slight list. 

We cannot immediately deter- 
mine the full extent of damage 
to other ships since water in the 
lagoon near the targets is still 
radioactive, but there is no appar- 
ent damage other than that al- 
ready mentioned. 

We do not know the exact ef- 
ficiency of this bomb yet but it 
appeared to be normal in every 
respect when it was detonated at 
its underwater location. 

There have been no injuries or 
loss of life. Elaborate safety pre- 
cautions are being continued to 
protect personnel of this joint 
task force, 

Returning from my observation 
point nine miles from the center 
of the target array we watched the 
atomic bomb blast send a huge 
column of water towering into 
the air. 

Figures on Column. 
We estimate that this column 
was 5000 feet high with a column 
of gas and vapor 9000 feet high. 
The water column was 2100 feet 
wide at its base and considerably 
wider at the top. 
The huge wave formed as the 
result of the blast dissipated 
rapidly and was only about seven 
to 10 feet high when it reached 
Bikini island. It did not inundate 
Bikini island itself but did over- 
flow a small isiand near it. 
Ships lying outside the lagoon 
were not affected in any way by 
either wave action or underwater | 
shock,

The shock apparently has shak- 
len loose some dead coral from 
the slopes of the mountain which 
underlies Bikini atoll, but there 
have been no marine earthquakes 
or other phenomena which could 
affect other areas.

In this test, the first of its kind 
in ‘history, we have not had to 
contend with the threat of fire 
but we have had an equally great 
problem of underwater hull dam- 
age. There are no fires on board 
the ships and there were no fires 
on the water. ö 

Oil Slick on Water. 


There is a large oil slick on the 
water, however, apparently from 
the sunken Arkansas. 


Radioactivity is a greater fac- 
tor this time than in the air ver- 
sion because target ships have 
been drenched with contaminated 
water and spray and the vapor 
cloud fell over nearly all of them. 
This cloud is still visible, lying 
on the distant horizon like a low 
fog bank, f 

The ocean currents in the la- 
goon do not diffuse the activity in 
the water as rapidly as the wind, 
and the transports will not be 
able to enter the lagoon us quick- 
ly as on July 1. The drone boats 
under remote radio control have 
already made reconnaissance po- 
trols among the target ships and 
are bringing out water samples. 

The course of events will be 
watched continuously from the 
air, and radiological patrols will 
inform us when we can proceed 
into the lagoon with safety. 

I wish to say in conclusion that 
once again all units of this joint 
Army, Navy and civilian task 
force have done their jobs perfect- 
ly in carrying out the test. 

Co-operation, as in the first test, 
has been perfect. I wish to con- 
gratulate all the personnel, mili- 
tary and civilian who participated. 

Outstanding groups so far have 

been the weather forecasters, the 
bomb preparation units, the Army 
and Navy air groups, the drones 
particularly, and the target prepa- 
ration groups, especially those who 
submerged the submarines with no 
ene on board. 
Units yet to perform their func- 
tions are the radiological safety 
unit. the salvage group and the 
technical personnel who must now 
obtain the information from 
thousands of instruments. I know 
I can count on them to equal the 
performance of other units.

SARATOGA SLIPS. 
QUIETLY BENEATH 
BIKINIS SURFACE 


Bow Hangs for a Time 
‘Above Water as Loud- 
speaker Bids Carrier 
‘Hail and Farewell.’

BIKINI, July 25—In dignity and 
calm the carrier Saratoga sank at 
4:08 this afternoon, joining its 
venerable sister the battleship 
Arkansas, as the second capital 
ship victim of the atomic bomb. 

The Saratoga went to its grave 
exactly seven hours, 33 minutes 
and 10 seconds after the explosion 
of the second Bikini bomb. 


Although two capital ships and 
other lesser craft have succumbed 
to the incredible violence of the 
blast and other major units of 
the target fleet betray increasing 
signs of serious wounds, it is still 
too early to say whether the 
world’s newest and most terrible 
weapon has won or lost its scien- 
tific contest against seaborne na- 
vies. 

Instantly crushed by the bomb’s 
terrifying fury, the Arkansas was 
never seen after the blast. Con- 
versely, despite much destruction 
to its island structure, the Sara- 
toga settled with such deliberation 
and dignity that for many hours 
it was doubted whether it would 
go down. 

Saratoga Slips Under. 


The end came swiftly. The car- 
rier slipped under stern first in 
180 feet of water and then, prob- 
ably with its stern grounded on 
the lagoon floor, hung for a time 
with its bow above water. Almost 
the last visible sign was a section 
‘of the forward flight deck bearing 
the giant number three, a symbol 
which had guided its brood of 
fighting airplanes home from 
many a Pacific battle. 

On the press ship, the U.S.S. Ap- 
palachian, some sailors wept. 
“Hail and farewell,” said the loud- 
speaker, One sailor blurted: ‘Dam- 
mit. Why do we have to lose her?”

It upset the predictions of sci- 
entists in several respects: 

I. It produced ‘a thinner and 
less spire-like water spout than 
expected.

3. It sank fewer ships imme- 
diately. Unofficial guesses were 
that possibly as many as a dozen 
ships would go down under the 
initial force of the explosion. 

However, from the bridge of his 
flagship, the U.S.S. Mt. McKinley, 
Adam. Blandy broadcast a mes- 
sage a few hours after the blast 
stating that it had been a com- 
' plete success. Not a man of the 
40,000 who participated in the op- 
eration was injured, Blandy said. 

Preparations Begin at Dawn. 

“Test Baker” began unwinding 
at dawn. The day broke bright 
and clear. Only a few whisps of 
clouds floated lazily across the 
blue dome. 

Blandy's luck,” said a young 
lieutenant. 

The target vessels in the dis- 
tance bobbed like boats on a 
rippled pond. Aboard the LSM 
60, an ugly little boat 203 feet 
long and 34 feet wide with a 
“bomb-bay” cut in its forward 
deck, the bomb placement crew 
worked rica A to lower the “Big 
Boy” and make the final adjust- 
ments on deck equipment. 

Someone noticed full bunting 
and three undershirts still flying 
on the target transport Gasconade. 
A tug rushed td the ship to in- 
vestigate and took off an officer 
and two enlisted men. It was 
5:43 a.m., two hours and 52 min- 
utes before the blast. 

The LSM 60 weapon crew, ac- 
companied by R. Adm. W. S. Par- 
sons sped out of the lagoon at 
6 a.m. The only life left aboard 
ship was the animals placed there 
to test the radioactivity. 

The chosen “trigger-man,” Dr. 
Marshall Holloway, and a staff 
of atomic scientists including 
Roger Warner and Herbert J. 
Hall, a Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology radar expert, had 
slept aboard the landing ship, 
above the bomb. 

Silently, at anchor, rode the tar- 
get fleet. 

Position of Vessels. 


In the bullseye was the LSM 
60, the gallant old Saratoga and 
the Arkansas. On the surface off 
the Saratoga's starboard was the 
submarine Skate; under the water 
to the Arkansas's stern was the 
submarine Pilotfish. 

Clockwise around them, start- 
ing with the snip nearest the 
Saratoga was the carrier Inde- 
pendence, the cruiser Pensacola, 
the transport Fallon, destroyer 
Myrant, destroyer Hughes, yard 
oiler 160, cruiser Salt Lake City, 
battleship New York, and other 
transports and smaller craft. 

Farther out rode the battleship 
Pennsylvania, the German cruiser 
Prinz Eugen; the Japanese battle- 
ship Nagato, an unnamed de- 
stroyer, and the battleship Ne- 
vada, 

Dr. Holloway pressed a button 
at 8:35. 

Shock waves, traveling at an 
estimated 5000 feet a second, 


jarred the observer ships before 
the tremendous roar split the air. 
An awesome column of water, an 
estimated 2136 feet across at its 
base, rose out of the lagoon, ob- 
scuring -the target ships. The 
peach-colored bulge looked like an 
inverted derby hat. 

B-29 Observer's Report. 

From a B-29 above the target, 
Lt. Comdr. William Wood report- 
ed that the spray and steam shot 
above his plane at 7000 feet, and 
rested lazily in the air around 
8000 feet. A great cloud hid the 
fleet from above. 
Then the dome of 1,000,000 tons 
of water, more than the combined 
weight of the guinea pig fleet, 
crashed down. The heavens seem 
to have split. Debris from the 
shattered ips was carried into 
the sky by the waterspout, then 
tumbled back into the sea. 

Heavy, aversized waves rolled 
outward in a circular motion from 
the center of the explosion. 
Blandy said these waves were 


seven to 10 feet high when they 


smashed against the coral beaches 
of deserted Bikini island, three 
and a half miles away. Palm 
trees on the shore were splintered. 

Aboard the command ship, cor- 
respondents strained to identify 
the ships still afloat when the 
mist cleared. | 

“There’s the Sara,” someone 
yelled. But the old carrier had 
but a few hours left to live. — 

Test Ships Forced Back. | 

Hours later, test ships moved 
cautiously into the lagoon to 
measure the radioactivity of the 
water and air but were forced 
back. The lagoon was covered 
by a green, scummish coat indi- 
cating that a huge hole had been 
gouged out of the coral bottom 
of the sea. 

Col. Stafford L. Warren, chief 
of Operations Crossroads’ radio- 
logical safety section, said that 
as late as five hours after the ex- 
plosion the lethal radioactivated 
area extendéd 1500 yards south 
from the center and about 5000 
yards toward Bikini. Currents 
would probably extend the dan- 
ger area tomorrow Warren said. 


MOST POWERFUL 
OF 5 ATOM BLASTS 


ABOARD U.8.8, APPALACHI-

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PLANE 30,000 FEET 
OVER BIKINI JOLTED 
TWICE BY BLAST 


KWAJALEIN, July 25 (AP)— 
The B-29 bomber carrying Brig. 
Gen. Roger M. Ramey of Denton, 
Tex., was jolted by two severe 
shocks at about eight and one-half 
miles distance from the atomic 
bomb detonation point, he said on 
returning to Kwajalein today, 

Gen. Ramey’s plane, flying at 
30,000 feet, was directly over Bi- 
kini lagoon at the time of the ex- 
plosion. 

The shocks which reached the 
plane a few moments later regis- 
tered about three units on a theo- 
retical scale. Four units on such a 
scale would be enough to wreck 
a B-29, Ramey estimated. 

The scale to which Ramey re- 
ferred is the “G,” or gravity scale, 
which uses numbers to describe 
the intensity of shock. 

Gen. Ramey, commander of the 
Twentieth Bomber Command, said 
it looked from the air as if the 
explosion “left a great mess,” but 
he declined to assess the damage 
because “there was too much 
smoke and stuff.” 

However, he termed the oper- 
ation apparently a complete suc- 
cess. 


ROI ISLAND, MARSHALLS, 
July 25 (AP)—R. Adm: C. A. F. 
Sprague reported today that all 
four Navy Hellcat “drone” planes 
used in today’s atomic bomb test 
had landed safe, one of them 
“hot” with radioactivity.

The durable submarine Skate, 
which remained afloat throughout 
the first atomic blast although its

LSM Vanishes. 


Lesser craft smashed from the 
lagoon’s surface by the blast in- 
clude a concrete oil barge and a 
thin-skinned LCT (landing craft 
tank) and, naturally enough, the 
LSM (landing ship medium) which 
carried the bomb suspended be- 
neath it has vanished utterly. 

In their histories of honorable 
service there was an extra touch 
of irony in the fa‘tes of the Ar- 
kansas and Saratoga. The Arkan- 
sas had fought through two wars 
without a wound. The Saratoga 
hd survived two separate torpe- 
doings and one of the war's heavi- 
est attacks by Japanese suicide- 
bound kamikazies. 

Chiefly apparent after-effect of 
the bomb was the scattering of 
the target array. Vessels displac- 
ing thousands of tons were flung 
hundreds of yards out of position, 
but miraculously stayed afloat— 
for the time being at least. 

As a spectacle from our position 
nine and one-half miles distant, 
the explosion produced a mighty 
and frightening sight. 

At the instant of the blast, gray 
water burst upward among the 
anchored ships. Swiftly as the 
startled eye could follow, a huge 
expanding hemisphere of glary 
white blossomed outward and up- 
ward, rising as high as the lowest 
fluffy clouds in the bright tropic 
morning. . 

Shock Wave Visible,

ATOM BLAST FAILS | 
TO JAR PACIFIC BED 
WITH QUAKE POWER 


Not Recorded on U. S. Seis- 
mographs but Australia Re- 
ports Signs on Instruments. 


PASADENA, Calif., July 2% 
(AP)—Powerful as was Bikini’s 
underwater atom blast, it didn’t 
shake the Pacific’s floor with 
strength comparable to an earth- 
quake, 

Seismologists at California In- 
stitute of Technology calculated 
that the shock, if registered should 
reach hege 11 minutes and six 
seconds after the detonation. That 
time passed without even a quiver 
of the seismograph in the labora- 
tory’s lobby. 

Scientists said, however, if pos 
sibly might have registered on 
more sensitive instruments, deeply 
set in rock. Photographic plates

(The United States Geodetie 
Survey reported at Honolulu that 
no earth disturbances were record- 
ed on ts seismograph. 

(At Adelaide, Australia, how- 
ever, repercussions believed to 
have resulted from the bomb ex- 
plosion were recorded by the seis- 
mograph at Adelaide observatory. 
Government Astronomer George 
F. Dodwell said the recording on 
the graph was most noticeable 16 
minutes after the actual explosion, 
which would correspofid with the 
secondary wave of disturbance. 
Seismographs at Sydney, about 
700 miles nearer Bikini, failed to 
record any disturbances.) 

At Boston, the Rev. Daniel J. 
Linehan, S. J., seismologist at Wes- 
ton College, said his’ instruments 
also failed to record the Bikini 
blast. Father Linehan said the 
atomic explosion “went off too 
near the surface of the avater” to 
create tremors which would reach 
his instruments. 

Prof. L. Don Leet of the Har- 
vard University Station said that 
no evidence of the explosion was 
recorded on the Harvard instru- 
ments.

ARABS SEE EFFORT 


TO SPLIT PALESTINE}: 


LONDON, July 25 (AP)—Arab 
sources in London said today the 
British Government is exerting 
all possible influence on America 
in an effort to sell a plan to split 
Palestine into communal units of 
Jews and Arabs. 

These sources said they were 
privately informed that recent 
violence in the Holy Land had 
convinced Britain there was no 
hope of establishing a peaceful 


. state in which neither Jews nor 


Arabs would dominate. 

As an alternative Arabs say 
they are informed the British are 
striving to win American accept- 
ance of a “half-way house,” in 
which Palestine would be divided 
into Jewish and Arab areas simi- 
lar to American counties. 

Each communal unit would 
have local autonomy, the Arabs 
say, except where general co- 
ordination of service or defense 
required general authority of the 
mandatory power. 

The British Foreign Office an- 
nounced plans for an early con- 
ference here of Arab and Jewish 
leaders. Government spokesmen 
said the conference was being 
called as a result of the agree- 
ment between Britain and the 
Arab League that the League be 
consulted before any decision is 
reached on the British-American 
Inquiry Committee recommenda- 
tion for immediate admission of 
100,000. Jews into Palestine. .No 
date for the conference has been 
fixed. 

The Jewish Agency in London, 
meanwhile, said it had no knowl- 
edge of possible solutions under 
discussion by British-American 
negotiators in London, but said 
the Agency's executive—meeting in 


Paris next Monday—would decide 


on alternative policies which might 
apply according to future de- 
velopments. 

A. Abrahamson, spokesman for 
the former New Zionist Or iza- 
tion, accused the British vern- 
ment of “dishonesty” in connec- 
tion with the issuance of yester- 
day's white paper. 

“If the British Government 
wants to publish a really sensa- 
tional White Paper,” Abrahamson 
said, “we would suggest it open 
up its files relating to the escape 
of the Mufti, its relations with the 
Arab. League, its financial and 
other arrangements with Trans- 
Jordan, and the manner in which 
evidence was concocted by the 
Palestine administration for pre- 
sentation to the Anglo-American 
committee.”

PRICES OF DOMESTIC FATS 
AT HIGHEST POINT SINCE 1920 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Prices of domestic fats and oils 
are at their highest level since 
1920, and warehouse stocks are 
at the lowest point in 16 years, 
the Agriculture Department re- 


ported yesterday. 

With the lapse of price con- 
trols, the department said, the 
general price level of the eight 
fats and olls jumped 41 a cent 
by mid-July above June 
level. 

The average civilian, the report 
estimated, will eat only 39 pounds 
of fats and oils in 1946, compared 
to his annual prewar consumption 
of 44.7 pounds. Americans will 
eat 40 per cent less butter than 
in prewar days, the report said, 
but their margarine supply will 
be slightly larger than before the 
war: 

Looking to 1947, the depart- 
ment forecast butter output may 
be increased, lard and vegetable 
oil production will be smaller and 
total fats and oil supplies from 
domestic producers will be sub- 
stantially less” than in 1946.

Crowded, With Waiting List 
—Cost for All Institutions 
Going Up. 


Dr. Francis M. Grogan, Hospital 


Commissioner, reported to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today that he had instructed 
the superintendents of City Hos- 
pital and Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital to make no further applica- 
tions for the placing of chronically 
ill patients in City Infirmary or its 
annex, the former Isolation Hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Grogan, replying to an in- 
quiry from the comptroller’s of- 
fice as to increased costs of op- 
erating the hospitals, said there 
were now 1400 chronically ill pa- 
tients in the Infirmary and annex, 
and that 80 applications for ad- 
mission were pending. He said 
that, because of higher cost of 
food and drugs, and increased sal- 
aries of employes, operation of 
City Hospital would cost $150,000 
more than last year, and that the 
increased cost for all the institu- 
tions might be $300,000, 

The hospital, the commissioner 

said, used to mix its own dextrose 
solutions at a cost of $54 a month; 
now, unable to buy the materials 
for such solutions, it is necessary 
to buy them ready-mixed, at a 
cost of $1500 a month. Members of 
the board asked that inquiry be 
made to see whether any Federal 
law applied to these trade 
practices. 

The number of hospital days, he 
said, had increased from 280,000 
last year to a probable 300,000 for 
1946, whereas in former years it 
was around 240,000. 

Dr. Grogan said that when the 
new hosiptal for chronically il) is 
opened—it is now only in the blue- 
print stage—its 500 beds probably 
would be filled immediately. The

Hog prices were 25 to 50 cents 
lower today, with a $22.50 per 
hundredweight top, compared to 
an OPA ceiling of $14.80. Calves 
were selling at 25 cents higher 
than yesterday’s prices; the sheep 
market was steady, with a $20 top 
and the cattle market was des- 
cribed as steady to strong. 

OPA officials in St. Louis had 
received no official word from 
Washington, D. C., today to clear 
up uncertainties regarding the fu- 
ture of price controls under the 
revised OPA bill passed by Con- 
gress, but not yet signed by Pres- 
ident Truman. It was expected, 
however, that rents would be 
rolled back to the June 30 level, 
in cases where increases had been 
put into effect after OPA expired. 

Functioning of New Law. 

As soon as President Truman 
signs the bill, regional OPA of fi- 
cials in Dallas, Tex., will go to 
Washington to attend a national 
OPA conference, William H. Bry- 
an, head of the St. Louis OPA of- 
fice, said. Next week, he said, he 
and his department heads will go 
to Dallas to receive definite in- 
structions on OPA policies. It will 
take a week or more, in all, be- 
fore his office can begin to func- 
tion fully under the new, law, Bry- 
an added. 

The 474 OPA employes in St. 
Louis today had received no pay; 
Tuesday was to have been pay- 
day, for a two-weeks period. Bry- 
an said that only two or three em- 
ployes have quit in the payless in- 
terim, however. 

The rent control division of the 
OPA office here has received 1215 
complaints of rent increases since 
June 30, it was announced today, 
and 1181 cases of eviction notices 
having been served were reported 
to the office. Procedure in evic- 
tions now pending appears to be in 
some doubt, but OPA officials said 
they assumed evictions in process 
would be halted, if action was 
taken in violation of new restric- 
tions. 

Garage Storage Rates. 

Pending new OPA regulations, 
at least two downtown storage ga- 
rages today said they intended to 
increase rates, due to increased 
labor costs. The Ninth-Chestnut 
Garage, 903-905 Chestnut street, 
announced that stalls now renting 
for $11 a month would be in- 
creased to $14; $7.70 stalls to $10, 
and $9.90 stalls to $12. The Sev- 
Wal Garage, Seventh and Walnut 
streets, announced increases from 
$6.60 to $7; $7.70 to $8; $8.80 to $9, 
and $9.90 to $10. 

No one in the OPA office in St. 
Louis could say today whether the 
new measure would prohibit such 
increases, in the absence of offi- 
cial interpretations from Wash- 
ington. The same situation held 
in the field of restaurant prices, 
although it was assumed restau- 
rants will be allowed to increase 
prices, under the new measure, to 
compensate for the increased 
prices of foodstuffs exempted un- 
der the revised OPA.

Gerald Wayne Bellchamber, 13-

At first he believed Gerald was 
still acting out the pirate play, 
but when he called out to him 
and. received no response, Donald 
rushed to the body and cut it 
down with a butcher knife. 5 

He then summoned a neighbor, 
Mrs, Ida Kline, who called po- 
lice. Police officers applied arti- 
ficial respiration to the youth but 
could not revive him. 

The body was suspended by a 
thin cord from a nail above the 
door. A metal stool was nearby 
and a sheaf of paper, folded like 
a booklet and bearing the title,

The youth’s parents expressed 
the opinion the accident happened 
while the boy was acting out the 
play, a favorite pastime.

Saratoga Sunk After Surviving 


Pacific War, First Bikini Bomb 


Gallant ‘Fighting Lady,’ Oldest Carrier in 
Navy, Unable to Withstand Terrific 
Blast Below Surface. 5 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 25 (AP) 
—All through the war the gallant 
old carrier Saratoga took every- 
thing the enemy had and came up 
for more, but yesterday the might 
of the atomic bomb hit the ship 
from below and slowly it sank in 
far-off Bikini lagoon. 


At least seven times the Japa- 
nese claimed they had sunk the 
$8,000-ton Saratoga. On two oc 
casions the enemy’s claims were 
almost right. A torpedo crippled 
her once. 

It took its first n right 
after Pearl Harbor. It got the 
second in November, 1942, off the 
Solomons. 

From then on the Navy lads 
jokingly said the Saratoga couldn't 
pass a shipyard without stopping 
to have a “fish” hole repaired. 
But the “Sara” stayed on. At one 
time it and the Enterprise, alter- 
nating in the harbor of Espiritu 
Santos in the New Hebrides, just 
south of then besieged Guadal- 
canal, were the only two major 
carriers left to the cific Fleet. 

From there the “Fighting Lady” 
moved up with the fleet, through 


the Central Pacific and the 
Philippines and near the shores 
of Japan. Then came that dark 
day at Iwo Jima in February 
1945, when it was hit seven times 
by Japanese aerial bombs and 
Kamikaze planes. Still it float- 
ed. 
The Saratoga suffered 315 cas- 


ualties that day and 123 of them 


died aboard the craft. 

The old carrier lived out the 
war, returned to Pearl Harbor 
and eventually did “magic carpet” 
work, returning soldiers and sail- 
ors due for discharge. Then it 
was freshly painted and dolled 
up for the trip to Bikini, It sur- 
vived the first test, but the sec- 
ond time it falled to make it. 


The Saratoga was the oldest 
carrier in the Navy. It started 
out as a battle cruiser but was 
converted to a carrier before com- 
pletion to meet terms of the 
Washington Naval Treaty in the 
early 1920s. 


Quick End for the Arkansas; Hul 
Apparently Torn Apart. 
KWAJALEIN, July 25 (AP)— 
The 26,100-ton old battleship Ar- 
kansas, closest major vessel to the 
submerged atomic bomb, quickly 
upended and went down in about 


10 minutes, leaving only a black 
oil slick on the green waters of 
Bikini lagoon. | 


Observers flying over the lagoon 
at the time of the detonation 
said there was a momenatry rift 
in the lethal smoke and the Ar- 
kansas could be seen going under, 
stern first. The ship had vanished 
by the time the atomic mist had 
cleared from the lagoon, It had 
received the full, broadside impact 
from the blast, and its hull appar- 
ently was torn asunder. 


During its 33 years afloat the 
Arkansas had poked its bow into 
historic incidents and far places, 
It took President Taft down to 


see the Panama Canal the year 
it was commissioned, 1912, It was 
a unit of the Allied grand fleet 
in World War I, and its guns 
threw shells at the enemy on two 
sides of the world in World War

AIs food \ews 
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IN GROUNDING OF 
CONSTELLATIONS 


First Agency Is Police- 
man Enforcing Policies 
Laid Down by Second 
Board. 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Constellations were 
grounded this month—after one of 
the big airliners crashed in Penn- 
sylvania, killing five crewmen— 
the grounding was done by CAA. 
Then the CAA—which is the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
—started an investigation. At the 
same time the CAB—which is the 
Civil Aeronautics Board — also 
started an investigation. 

The CAA and CAB are both 
Government agencies. But they're 
separate, although their work ties 
in. Here's an explanation of the 
difference between them, what 
they are, what they do: 

CAB (the Civil Aeronautics 
Board)— 

The CAB is a five-man board, 
all members appointed by the 
President. The chairman is James 
M, Landis, former Harvard law 
school dean and holder of other 
Government jobs before this one. 
The CAB—in the aviation world 
—is like the Supreme Court and 

ongress, all rolled into one. 

It lays down the laws of the air; 
it says what routes airplanes can 
fly; what airlines can operate and 
where; sets passenger and freight 
rates for planes, and handles other 
economic controls over the air- 
lines, 

It holds hearings and hands 
down decisiohs and penalties for 
violations of its regulations. And 
it investigates accidents, such as 
the Constellation crash in Penn- 
Sylvania. 

Now take the CAA (the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration) —the 
CAA is like a policeman for the 
CAB. It’s job is to see that the 
rules laid down by the CAB are 
carried out, particularly safety reg- 
ulations. 

It can make some regulations of 
its own, under the general wing of 
CAB. It issues licenses to pilots. 
(But CAA has nothing to do with 
aviation economics, like setting 
freight rates. That's CAB’s job.) 
CAA cannot punish anyone for 
violation of the regulations. That’s 
CAB’s job. But it can take some 
emergency action. Here are ex- 
amples of both: 
Suppose a pilot flew his plane 
too low over a city. he CAA, 
through its numerous investiga- 
tors, would check, 

If CAA then thought the pilot 
should have his license taken 
away, it would recommend such 
action to CAB. 

If the CAA thinks a pilot 
should be fined for violating a 
regulation, it can tell the pilot 
and accept his payment of the 
fine. But, as noted, it can’t take 
away his license. 

Now suppose there’s a plane 
crash, with people killed. The 
CAA and CAB send investigators 
to the scene. 

Since the plane would have had 
to meet CAA regulations before 
the accident, CAA would want to 
know whether any violation of 
regulations had caused the crash. 
Whatever it found, it would tell 
CAB. Meanwhile, CAB would be 
investigating, holding hearings 
and deciding on the cause of the 
crash. 

It might take months me the 
CAB to wind up the case. In the 
meantime, since CAA doesn’t 
know what caused the crash, it 
might want to investigate before 
letting other planes of the same 
make fly again.

HOUSE PASSES BILL CUTTING 
ICC POWER IN BANKRUPTCIES 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
The House passed yesterday a bill 
which gives the courts added 
authority over railroads in receiy- 
ership. 


By so doing, the measure re- 
duces the power of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission over the 
lines, 

The legislation, which was sent 
to the Senate by a voice vote, per- 
mits Federal judges to order the 
return to original managers of 
railroads in bankruptcy, if aver- 
age annual earnings over a seven- 
year period show no loss. 

This procedure could be used by 
the eligible lines instead of the 
present method of obtaining ICC 
approval of reorganization plans. 

The bill specifies that when the 
courts issue a return order the 
lines shall have a minimum of 18 
months to adjust their debts and 
obtain dismissal from bankruptcy 
proceedings.

More recently a start has been 
made in the study of devices of 
all sorts for use in what is known 
as intercontinental warfare.

The National Advisory Com- 
mittee on Aeronautics, for ex- 
ample, was so swamped with Army 
demands for immediate improve- 
ments in design that they had 
no time for basic research, with 
the result that the Nazis came 
perilously close to winning the 
race for decisive new weapons. 

Therefore the Scientific Ad- 
visory Board, consisting of thirty 
leading scientists and headed by 
Dr, Theodore Karman of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Was created, to report 
directly to General Carl Spaatz 
with recommendations for such 
projects as the atom-powered air- 
craft and intercontinental war- 
fare. 

These projects are carried on in 
an entirely new way. The air 
officers, with discerning humility, 
realized that they could not direct 
such scientific efforts. The com- 
pany with primary responsibility, 
like Fairchild or Douglas, is 
given a free hand. It receives 
what amounts to a blank check, 
subject only to review by the 
Army auditors, for research in a 
broad field, 

Only when the researchers hit 
on some device which seems really 
promising does the War Depart- 
ment give the company a limited 
contract to complete development 
of that specific device. 

To those who looked forward 
to a bright new world after the 
war, all this immense energy de- 
voted to the task of developing 
new means of mass death is cer- 
tainly melancholy.

HE Senate of the United States can hardly expect the people to 
have more respect for it than it has for itself; and the Senate’s 
respect for itself, if its attitude toward Theodore G. Bilbo be 


any yardstick, can be measured in fractions of inches. 


By the Constitution, the Senate 
is the judge of the fitness of its 
own members. If, in the opinion 
of the Senate, a colleague is an 
unfit associate, then he can be 
taken by the scruff of his neck 
and the seat of his pants and 
thrown out. 

This can be done even when a 
Senator has been elected by a 
majority vote in his state. Cer- 
tainly there is nothing to prevent 
the regurgitation of a man like 
Senator Bilbo of Mississippi who, 
six years ago, was elected by 5 
per cent of the voters of his state. 

Stands Colleagues on Heads. 

The diluted Bilbo is regarded as 

the leading ranter of the state 
that is the lowest in literacy. 
Metaphorically speaking, despite 
his 68 years, he seems to be able 
to stand his 95 colleagues on their 
heads, to roll them downstairs in 
a barrel, turn their pockets inside 
out, throw dirt in their eyes and 
jerk out their shirt-tails without 
their being able to do anything 
about it, either singly or in con- 
cert... 
Now. in effect, he has been 
elected to his third term and, 80 
far as I know, there isn’t a single 
colleague who holds his nose when 
he passes Bilbo’s seat. 

In his campaign for re-election, 
as usual, Bilbo again spewed race 
hate and prłejudice.

ON PEACE, SAYS LIE 
BACK FROM RUSSIA 


He and Prime Minister Chat- 
ted for Hour — Talked 
With Molotov. 


COPENHAGEN, July 25 (AP)— 
Trygve Lie, secretary general of 
the United Nations, arrived today 
from Moscow and said Prime 
Minister Stalin and Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov were very 
optimistic as to the question of 
securing peace in the future. 

Lie said he and Stalin “chatted 
for an hour Tuesday night” and 
that he and Molotov had several 
conferences on organizational 
problems and political questions 
in connection with the United Na- 
tions.

Stand on Atom Control 
Is Not Considered Flat Rejection

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deliberations today. 


Conclusion of members of the 
committee, dedicated to determin- 
ing means of exchanging atomic 
knowledge among nations and 
recommending future practical 
uses of atomie energy, will be 
meaningless until ground for 
agreement between the Soviet Un- 
ion and the United States is 
found. Right now it appears that 
the respective views are as far 
apart as the poles. 

An American delegation spokes- 
man sought yesterday to minimize 
the significance of objections 
voiced by Andrei A, Gromyko to 
parts of the United States plan, 
characterized as the very heart 
and core. Briefly, they are stipu- 
lations that veto power in world 
atomic affairs should be relin- 
quished and that state sovereignty 
should be sacrificed to the point 
of permitting inspection and full 
control of all atomic resources. 

Although difficulty of transla- 
tlon frequently obscures tempo- 
rarily statements of the Soviet 
delegate, he left little room in his 
declaration yesterday for doubt as 
to his position. Contrary to cus- 
tom, he spoke in English and 
without previously prepared script. 

At American delegation head- 
quarters, it was said that the 
general attitude reflected by Gro- 
myko was “not surprising.” 

“We expected this kind of state- 
ment and more of similar nature,” 
the spokesman said, adding that 
it was merely an amplification of 
what the Soviet delegate had said 
earlier. The spokesman termed 
the incident a “perfectly natural 
and normal development.” 

“Some may ask, is this a final 
statement?” he continued. “At 
this state of the proceedings no 
man’s statement is final.” 

He pointed out that the problem 
facing the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission was unchanged—how to 
fit the United States plan outlined 
by Bernard M. Baruch, United 
States delegate, in the United Na- 
tions structure, 

The American delegation does 
not call Gromyko’s statement a 
flat rejection of the Baruch plan, 
even though he said the Soviet 
Union could not accept the United 
States proposals in their present 
form “either as a whole or in 
separate parts.”

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Wasteful Union Practices 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a builder of small homes with over 
20 years’ experience, I would like to 

express my opinion. 

Less than 10 years ago, I knew many 
bricklayers who worked for as little as 
75 cents an hour and who laid as many 
as 2000 bricks a day. Today these same 
men receive $20 for a 9-hour week day 
and $36 additional if they work 9 hours 
on Saturday. The average production 
now is about 350 bricks per 9-hour day. 

Last week at a union meeting, one of 
the business agents told his members 
that they had better learn to keep their 
big mouths shut about how little work 
they did and how much wages they re- 
ceived, or the public would some day 
get tired of their unfairness, These con- 
ditions are true of many other crafts. 

Plumbers who used to work for small 
wages and rough in a bungalow in 
about 20 hours now receive very high 
wages and take 64 to 80 hours. Several 
days ago a Kirkwood builder was forced 
to use eight cement finishers on a small 
garage floor; these men put in a total 
of 16 hours each, for which they re- 
ceived $48 each. The concrete work on 
this small garage cost over $5000, 

Due to such unfair conditions being 
forced upon builders, I and many others 
refuse to build and charge $11,000 for a 
bungalow which we used to sell for less 
than $5000. As soon as we can get a 
square deal from labor, we will again 
build and help to relieve the housing 
shortage and to avoid inflation. 

Another thing that would help relieve 
the housing shortage would be a fair 
and honest union which would allow all 
men to work at their chosen trades re- 
gardless of the color of their skin. Also 
stop the unfair practice of many unions 
which allow only members’ sons to 
learn their fathers’ —

The blunt and total Soviet rejection of the 
United States plan for control of atomic energy 
is one of those diplomatic actions that cause 
bewilderment and dismay. 

Ambassador Gromyko, speaking on behalf of 
his masters in Moscow, opposes setting up an 
atomic development authority and is against 
barring the veto on atomic matters. 

Both these things are vital if the world is to 
be spared the most grisly armament race of all 
time. Unless power is given to an authority 
to monopolize and control the world’s store of 
uranium and thorium; unless it is given further 
power of world-wide inspection, men will not 
sleep of nights. 

Following the pattern of obstructionism that 
has seemingly become a settled policy of the 


Soviet Union, Mr. Gromyko has proposed that 


the manufacture of'atomic bombs be stopped 
and that all existing bombs be destroyed as a 
preliminary to setting up an international atomic 
agency. 

If there were an atmosphere of complete cor- 
diality and good faith among the Big Three, 
such a proposal might be very strongly enter- 
tained. No such atmosphere exists. Therefore, 
the Russian proposal seemed to be a delaying 


and mischief-making tactic rather than a sincere . 


one. 

In the first place, Mr. Gromyko knows enough 
of the character and traditions of the American 
people to realize that we are not going to loose 
atomic bombs in a war of aggression. Russia 
can feel far safer that the atomic bomb is in 
our possession than we would feel if the situa- 
tion were reversed. 

But apart from this issue—really a subsidiary 
one—is the immensely more important fact that, 
for the first time in history, one nation that pos- 
sesses a superior weapon has offered to share it 
with the world in the interest of peace. 

That point has not been sufficiently stressed. 
When Mr. Baruch appeared before the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commission to offer his 
plan for internationalizing and controlling 
atomic energy, he made history. It was a 
moment of which America was proud. 

No doubt we in this country are often smugly 
guilty of self-righteousness in our attitude to- 
ward other nations; this time, having developed 
the most destructive weapon of all time, we 
were politically mature enough to present a 
plan for its control and we have a right to 
emphasize the fact. 

Of course, our offer had strings. We do not 
intend to share our scientific and know-how se- 
crets until the Atomic Development Authority 
is created and vested with full safeguards. That 
would be folly, 

Moreover, we do not intend to be party to 
a plan by which one power could veto any 
action proposed by the authority against an ag- 
gressor. That, too, would be folly. As anyone 


Who read the Acheson-Lilienthal report or the 


Baruch plan knows, any nation caught cheating 
with atomic energy must be proceeded against 
at once. 

It would be fatal to delay or to quibble. No 
nation could possibly be trusted with veto power. 
Mr, Baruch has said time and time again that 


he was not: proposing that the veto power, 


which now can be exercised in the Security 
Council, be abolished. He is against the veto 
only in atomic energy matters. On this point, 
the United States can never yield. As Mr. 
Baruch said: 

The bomb does not wait upon debate. To 
delay may be to die. The time between vio- 
lation and preventive action would be all 
too short for extended discussion as to the 
course to be followed. 

It strains credulity that the Gromyko rejection 
of the United States plan could be definite and 
final, because the alternative is an atomic race 
whose end might leave civilization in ruins. If 
it is not definite and final, then it is another in- 
stance of Russian intransigence that is causing 
more and more uneasiness throughout the world.

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Terminal Pay Dilemma 

The Senate bill for terminal leave pay to en- 
listed men is better fiscal statesmanship BUt the 
House bill is better in equity At President 
Truman’s suggestion, the Senate provided that 
the greater part of the disbursement be in bonds 
payable only after five years. 

The purpose is to avoid pouring perhaps three

But officers are paid in cash, and the 
homes reasoned fairly enough that enlisted men 
should have an equal privilege.

The compromise price control bill lacks some 
of the worst faults of the one President Tru- 
man vetoed, but it is far worse in one vital re- 
spect, It exempts a large array of basic foods. 
If the exemption were final, there would be 
every reason for another veto, for other ceilings 
cannot hold when foods are out of line. After 
one month, however, the foods may be controlled 
again—if a newly constituted board thinks the 
step is justified. 

Why a moratorium and separate decontrol 
board? A major reason, certainly, is that some 
Senators are unwilling to face their constituents 
‘if controls stay off or to face the organized 
farmers and food processors if they go back on. 
The Senate has shifted its responsibility, played 
the coward. 

Cowardice, and a trafficking with greedy pro- 
ducer interests, have marked the whole course 
of this legislation. More than three months 
ago, the House started it with deceptively 
worded amendments to encourage profiteering 
by manufacturers and merchants. The people 
were not deceived; they protested in unprece- 
dented force. But the coal strike and threatened 
rail strike created a diversion behind which the 
Senate in turn devised inflationary amendments. 

Close to the June 30 deadline, Congress passed 
an unworkable measure, and President Truman 
vetoed it with a stinging message. The House 
reasonably responded with a 20-day extension 
of the old law, but the Senate preferred to let 
the law die and write new legislation. Food 
prices leaped; the general trend is still up. The 
Government found it necessary to curtail pur- 
chases for foreign relief. Scattering buyers’ 
strikes appeared; some elements of labor began 
to threaten wage strikes. 

In callous disregard of these events, Senators 
began trading among themselves to exempt one 
agricultural product after another. The new 
Senate bill was as bad as the old. The com- 
promise bill can be successful only if the de- 
control board recognizes that food appears plen- 
tiful only because farmers are marketing all 
they can while prices stay inflated. 

So urban consumers stand sentenced by the 
Senate to at least another month of injustice 
and sacrifice. The wisest course for everyone, 
and especially for organized labor, is to be 
patient. To push during this month for a cor-

Proof that profiteers wallowed in War Ship- 
ping Administration funds comes from the 
House. Merchant Marine Committee. It reports 
that the Colonial Navigation Co. made a net 
profit of $732,806 by selling three ships, with a 
book value of $68,232, to the Government. The 
committee urges the Justice Department to sue 
for recovery of money which WSA let run 
through its scuppers. 

Only navigation by blind reckoning could ex- 
plain the crooked course of such shipping deals. 
As a Maritime Commission finance officer told 
the committee, “There was, from 1942, no pos- 
sibility that the cost of contracts or of ships 
would ever be known unless the whole (account- 
ing) system was revised.” But auditors who 
fought, for the public interest, the witness said, 
“lost their heads, and others came under a 
cloud.” | 
- So WSA’s haphazard financial voyage was 
left obscured in such a fog of figures that no 
one knows all the impli¢ations of wartime ship- 
ping deals. For that reason, suit for recovery 
of “overcharges” is not enough. Such suits are 
necessary, and would rescue misspent money, 
but they also would leave WSA sheltered against 
the possibility of fraud, which the agency denies. 
And in the Colonial case, as the House commit- 
tee says, there was “constructive if not actual 
fraud.” 

How many other deals followed the same 
tack? Are these overcharges to be regarded, 
not as scandal, but only as mathematical mis- 
takes? That attitude could make free booty 
of Government finances. To prevent it, Con- 
gress and the Justice Department have an obli- 
gation to lay open the full log of wartime ship- 
ping contracts. They should put WSA in dry- 
dock and give it a thorough overhaul.

There is ‘only one swift whiff of battle 
smoke in all the 483 pages. Instead of 
the war-front, Constance Robertson is 
concerned with the home-front, in New 
York State, and the factional conflicts and 
hatreds that boiled over in the draft riots 
of 1863. 

The North had no unanimity of mind 
about thé war, especially in the early years 
while the issue was in doubt.

A Decisive Weapon. 


Nothing could be more stupid. 
That all over Latin America Fas-

For even if collective American 
intervention be excluded, the 
United States possesses in the 
Braden version of the Hull policy 
a decisive weapon.

T is impossible not to register 


a deep sense of relief that the 


British loan is through Congress, and that we shall hear no more, 
at any rate for the present, about the sins of England from pro- 


fessional Anglophobes, like that somewhat shrill lady, Representative 


Jessie Sumner of Illinois. 

Although, as is well known, 
there are acute divisions in Brit- 
ain over the wisdom of accepting 
the loan on the terms it involved, 
there is no division over the fact 
‘that once the British Cabinet and 
the United States Treasury had 
agreed to it, passage was a mat- 
ter of quite vital importance in 
the psychology of international re- 
lations. 


‘An Evil Thing. 
The loan was important to the 
‘People of this country. Had it 


deen rejected, there would have 


been a widespread conviction, 
sharpened by the necessity of an 
even deeper austerity than is now 
eur lot, that Congress had made 
Anglo-American relations. the vic- 
tim of its guesses about the out- 
come of the November elections. 


That would have been a wholly

to the United States, too. Had it 
been defeated, many Americans 
would have had a sense of frus- 
tration, the kind of frustration 
that is so often rationalized into 
indignation against its victims. As 
it is, within a month or so every- 
one except William Randolph 
Hearst and Col. Robert McCor- 
mick will have forgotten most of 
the fantastic things that were said 
in the course of the several de- 
bates. 


And thinking people will have 
begun to reflect on what is likely 
to be the international economic 
situation in something like five 
years from now. For the loan is 
not the solution of any problem. 
It is, more than anything, the pur- 
chase of time in which to think. 
It offers certain elbow room. It 
would be unwise to argue that it 
does more. 


No doubt it is encouraging to 


But one 
must not look at those figures 
with any sense that they indicate 
safety. For, partly, they represent 
the fact that goods generally are 
in such short supply everywhere 
that consumers will take almost 
everything they are offered. 

Partly they represent the fact 
that American attention is very 
largely concerned with domestic 
markets where an increasing flow 
of goods is essential if tion 
is to be prevented.

What Britain Needs.

standard of life. More than that, 
to achieve that level of export de- 
gree which we need, new machin- 
ery, improvement of industrial or- 
ganization and, not least, better 
technolugy and better—far better 
—statesmanship are things that 
can never long be absent from the 
mind of any citizen concerned 
with public affairs. 

All this is vital enough. But 
the real problems are going to be- 
gin when some sort of new life is 
breathed into the half-dead body 
of industrial Europe and when the 


A 
part of the price for the loan that 
we have paid—it is a heavy price 
although, I think, in balance and 
one worth paying—is our surren- 
der of our main safeguard against 
American competition. 


Stark Alternatives. 


The Bretton Woods agreements 
mean an end to the sterling bloc.

preview of a film on a section 
of Africa under British control. 
The color photography was beau- 
tiful, and it was extraordinary 
how well the natives did their 
parts since, in the whole film, I 
think there were only one or two 
professional actors. 

I find that I am a poor judge of 
whether a film has general ap- 
peal. Often I fail to see the rea- 
son why it appeals to one par- 
ticular group or is very much dis- 
liked by another. In front of me, 
last night, sat two young men 
who thought that this film would 
have to undergo considerable 
changes before the public would 
really take an interest in it.

trol over defenseless human beings 
seems to give too much power to 
the ordinary person, and he some- 
times becomes arrogant and cruel. 
Ruling over people who cannot de- 
fend themselves is in somewhat 
the same category as dealing with 
prisoners, and it requires excep- 
tional human beings to carry it 
through for the real good of the 
subject people. 


I HAD a . of visitors 
this morning. First of all, one of 
the very devoted and interested 
young people in the National 
Mental Health Foundation came 
to tell me of the progress they 
had made. This group, many of 
whom worked in our state insti- 
tutions for the insane during the 
war, are dedicated to improving 
the mental health of our nation 
and especially the treatment of 
the poor people who find them- 


gelves in our mental institutions. 


No one in the whole group is 
receiving a salary of more than 
$150 a month, so this is truly a 
labor of love. Many articles about 
the work they have been doing and 
about the conditions in our in- 
stitutions®are appearing in maga- 
zines and newspapers, so I hope 
that they will manage to create 
an awareness about these prob- 
lems on the part of our citizens 
generally. 

Often, mental illness, like other 
illness, is preventable and curable. 
And we do not have to feel that 
it is something which has to be 
hidden and which dooms one to 
separation forever from society as 
a whole,

Since your 
husband earns sufficient for you to live on, and as you say, even 
to save a little, there is no necessity for you to have to get to 
work outside your home each day, and to feel so worn out and 
constantly harried with household cares as well as cares of the 
office on your mind.

Never Apply 
Word Thief 
To a Child

EW children grow up without 

some experience in taking 

what does not belong to them. 
Pilfering little odds and ends is 
a common failing of childhood 
that must be corrected firmly and 
without hysteria. A child is not a 
thief because he makes this mis- 
take, and he never should hear 
that word applied to him. We all 


have ways of living up to our 


names, so we must be careful 
about the names we tie upon chil- 
dren. 

Begin by giving each child his 
own things as far as practical. He 
has his own toothbrush, soap and 
towel; his own chair at the table; 
his own toys, tools and books. His 


possessions must be respected by 


him and everyone concerned, This 
respect is fundamental to honesty 
in opposition to pilfering. A child 
who respects his belongings soon 
learns that other people respect 
theirs, too, and will not touch 
them. 

Always ask permission before 
using a child’s belongings. We are 


too likely to take this for granted 


and show no regard for his right 
of possession. It is that right that 
teaches him respect for the prop- 
erty of others. When that regard 
is shown his things he will show 
it toward those of other people. 

When a child takes what be- 
longs to another child without 
asking for it, he should be sent 
back with it promptly, to put it 
where he got it. He should not 
be allowed to borrow anything 
without his parents’ permission, 
which should not be given lightly. 
Little children never should be al- 
lowed to borow anything. At times 
it may be necessary for an older 
child to borrow a k or a ma- 
terial from a fellow pupil, but even 
that should not be allowed to be- 
come a habit. Borrowing can be 
the basis of pilfering. 


Warts—Cause 
And Removal 


T used to be thought that the 

best way of removing warts 

was by means of charms. This 
superstition was given the color 
of truth and the reputation of 
many a dealer in magic was aided 
by the fact that warts have a 
way of coming all at once in 
crops and then, as suddenly, dis- 
appearing. 

Today, we know that warts are 
due to an infection with a virus, 
the common name given to any 
of the smallest of disease-produc- 
ing organisms, those tiniest of 
trouble-makers, so minute that 
they can pass through the pores 
of a porcelain filter, 

There are good treatments, but 
before the right one can be se- 
lected it is necessary to know just 
what sort of wart is to be dealt 
with, Three types occur in chil- 


en. One, known as verucca vul-= 


is, is usually located on th 
back of the hands and fingers but 
may be found around the lips, eye- 
lids, and nostrils. A second, called 
verucca plana occurs on the hands 
or face as small, smooth, flat 
growths, 

Generally they come in numbers. 
Verucca plantaris or plantar wart, 
the third variety, occurs on the 
sole of the foot, causing pain. 

In the case of verucca vulgaris 
applying carbon dioxide snow will 
usually get rid of them. In verucca 
plantar it may be best to avoid 
treatment altogether, since they 
usually disappear sooner or later 
without treatment. If, however, 
there is some anxiety on the part 
of the parents about getting rid 
of the warts, the application of sil- 
ver nitrate or picric acid by the 
physician will usually remove the 
growths, Sometimes taking some 
preparation containing mercury, 
as prescribed by the doctor, will 
also prove satisfactory. 

In the case of plantar warts, 
treatment with X-ray will usually 
bring immediate relief from pain 
and cause the warts to disappear.

Declarer ruffed and then faced 
quite a problem, Should he give 
up a trump trick to the king and 
later stake everything on the dia- 
mond finesse, or should he try to 
shut out the heart king? ) 

After considerable thought de- 
clarer went to dummy with a 
spade and led the diamond queen 
through East. West promptly 
took the trick with his king and 
returned a spade. South ruffed 
and now,. with only one fair 
chance for the contract, led a low 
diamond to dummy and took a 
trump finesse, It held, of course, 
and when he then laid down the 
heart ace, East's king fell, Four 
hearts, bid and made! 

It was not particularly difficult 
for West to guess the precise 
problem that confronted the de 
clarer. With only one entry in 
dummy it was extremely likely 
that South was hoping for more 
than one lead from the exposed 
hand, and was figuring that if he 
lost the diamond finesse he could 
go back to dummy with a dia- 
mond and take a trump finesse. 
Thus, West should have played 
low on the first diamond lead 
without the flicker of hesitation; 
in an effort to induce a second 
finesse in diamonds, Very prob- 
ably, South would have taken that 
second finesse—and that would be 
his doom.
